Numerous  inquiries  are  being  received  from  breeders  and  dairymen 
for  information  about  herds  under  State  and  Federal  supervision  for 
the  eradication  of  tuberculosis.  In  order  to  supply  this  information, 
we  have  prepared  a  list  of  Accredited  Herds,  to  date,  including  herds 
which  have  satisfactorily  passed  one  tuberculin  test. 

We  recommend  that  this  list  be  published  as  a  Department  Bulletin 
for  general  distribution.

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The  Officially  Accredited  Plant  for  eradicating  tuberculosis,  in 
co-operation  with  thex  Federal  Department  of  Agriculture,  was 
adopted  in  Pennsylvania  early  in  1918. 

The  first  tuberculin  test  under  the  Officially  Accredited  Plan  was 
applied  in  April,  1918.  Up  to  May  1,  1920,  876  herds,  comprising 
14,973  cattle  have  been  tuberculin  tested.  168  herds  of  2,531  cattle 
have  passed  successfully  two  or  more  tuberculin  tests  and  are  on 
the  Officially  Accredited  Herd  List.  580  herds,  comprising  13,719 
cattle,  have  passed  one  test  without  reactors.  These  herds  will  be- 
come accredited  after  another  annual  negative  test. 

Applications  covering  464  herds,  consisting  of  7,344  cattle  are  on 
file  awaiting  the  first  test. 

The  following  list  indicates  the  herds  accredited  to  date,  also  those 
which  have  passed,  successfully,  one  negative  test.  The  list  is  ar- 
ranged according  to  breeds,  the  owners  names  and  counties,  in  which 
herds  are  located  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order:

IN  AGREEMENT  WITH 

Mr  (Owner) 

I  desire  to  place  my  herd  of  cattle  under  the  supervision  of  the 
above-named  Bureaus  in  accordance  with  plan  adopted  by  said  Bu- 
reaus for  the  purpose  of  eradicating  tuberculosis  and  establishing 
Officially  Accredited  Tuberculosis  Free  Herds  of  Cattle. 

In  consideration  of  the  assistance  to  be  given  me  by  said  Bureaus,  I 
hereby  agree  to  the  terms  of  the  plan  and  further  agree  to  observe  and 
fulfill  the  following  requirements : 

1.  To  have  all  cattle  in  the  herd  examined  and  tuberculin  tested  by 

an  official  veterinarian  regularly  employed  by  the  Bureaus;  or 
by  a  veterinarian  authorized  and  designated  by  the  Bureaus. 

2.  To  remove  from  the  herd  and  dispose  of  all  reacting  or  physically 

affected  tuberculous  cattle,  as  recommended  by  the  Bureaus. 

3.  To  have  the  entire  herd  retested  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 

one  year;  also  such  special  retests  of  individual  animals  or  the 
entire  herd  at  such  periods  as  may  be  recommended  by  the 
Bureaus. 

4.  To  make  no  additions  to  the  herd  without  consent  of  the  Bureaus  ; 

and  to  keep  all  newly  acquired  cattle  separate  from  the  herd 
until  after  the  new  cattle  shall  have  passed  two  officially  ap- 
proved tuberculin  tests. 

5.  To  thoroughly  clean  and  disinfect  the  premises  under  Bureau 

supervision,  correct  insanitary  conditions  and  observe  the  pre- 
cautions and  measures  and  employ  the  means  recommended  by 
the  Bureaus  to  prevent  re-introduction  or  development  of  tuber- 
culosis in  the  herd. 

G.  To  furnish  transportation  between  my  farm  and  the  station  for 
Bureau  officials ;  also  meals  and  lodging  during  such  time  as 
said  officials  shall  be  engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
under  this  agreement. 

7  To  have  my  entire  herd  on  the  premises  and  ready  for  testing  at 
the  time  set  for  the  test ;  and  to  have  no  cattle  in  the  herd  that 
are  owned  or  controlled  by  any  person  other  than  myself.  My 
entire  herd  is  composed  of  the  cattle  as  listed  below :

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UNIFORM  METHODS  AND  RULES  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS 
FREE  ACCREDITED  HERDS  OF  CATTLE. 

Unanimously  adopted  by  the  United  States  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Association 
and  by  Representatives  of  Pure-Bred  Cattle  Breeders'  Association, 
and  approved  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 


APPROVED  AND  ADOPTED  BY  THE  PENNSYLVANIA  BUREAU 

OF  ANIMAL  INDUSTRY 


1.  An  accredited  tuberculosis  free  herd  is  one  which  has  been 
tuberculin  tested  by  the  subcutaneous  method,  or  any  other  test  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  or  a  regularly  employed  veterinary  in- 
spector of  the  State  in  which  co-operative  tuberculosis  eradication 
work  is  being  conducted  jointly  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  State.  Further,  it  shall  be  a  herd  in  which  no 
animal  affected  with  tuberculosis  has  been  found  upon  two  annual 
or  three  semi-annual  tuberculin  tests,  as  above  described,  and  by 
physical  examination. 

2.  The  entire  herd,  or  any  cattle  in  the  herd,  shall  be  tuberculin 
tested  or  retested  at  such  time  as  is  considered  necessary  by  the  Fed- 
eral and  State  authorities. 

3.  No^cattle  shall  be  presented  for  the  tuberculin  test  which  have 
been  injected  with  tuberculin  within  sixty  days  immediately  preced- 
ing, or  which  have  at  any  time  reacted  to  a  tuberculin  test. 

4.  A  herd  which  is  fully  Accredited,  under  the  requirements  of  para- 
graph 1,  and  in  which  at  a  subsequent  tuberculin  test  there  may  be 
found  not  more  than  one  reaactor,  will  be  provisionally  removed  from 
the  accredited  list.  The  herd  will  be  reinstated  to  the  list,  provided  ; 
that  the  reactor  is  promptly  removed  from  the  farm,  and  that  each 
remaining  member  of  the  herd  shall  pass  a  successful  test  which  shall 
be  applied  not  less  than  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  the  reactor 
was  so  removed. 

5.  Prior  to  each  tuberculin  test  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  identity 
of  the  registered  animals  shall  be  presented  to  the  inspector.  Any 
grade  cattle  maintained  in  the  herd,  or  associated  with  animals  of  the 
herd,  shall  be  identified  by  a  tag,  or  other  marking,  satisfactory  to 
the  State  and  Federal  officials. 

6.  All  removals  of  registered  cattle  from  the  herd,  either  by  sale, 
death,  or  slaughter,  shall  be  reported  promptly  to  the  said  State  or 
Federal  officials,  giving  the  identification  of  the  animal,  and,  if  sold, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  transferred.  If  the  trans- 
fer is  made  from  the  accredited  herd  to  another  accredited  herd,  the 
shipment  shall  be  made  only  in  properly  cleaned  and  disinfected  cars. 
No  cattle  shall  be  allowed  to  associate  with  the  herd  which  have  not 
passed  a  tuberculin  test  approved  by  the  State  and  Federal  officials. 

7.  All  milk  and  other  dairy  products  fed  to  calves  shall  be  that 
produced  by  an  accredited  herd,  or  if  from  outside  or  unknown 
sources,  it  shall  be  pasteurized  by  heating  to  not  less  than  150  degrees 
F,  for  not  less  than  twenty  minutes. 
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8.  Before  a  herd  shall  be  placed  on  the  list-  as  an  Officially  Accred- 
ited Tuberculosis  Free  Herd,  the  stables  and  premises  occupied  by  the 
herd  must  be  placed  in  a  sanitary  condition.  When  reactors  are  dis- 
closed as  the  result  of  any  test,  the  reactors  must  be  promptly  removed 
from  the  farm  and  the  stables  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected 
under  official  supervision  before  the  herd  shall  be  recognized  as  in  the 
process  of  accreditation. 

9.  Cattle  from  an  accredited  herd  may  be  shipped  interstate,  by 
certificate  obtained  from  the  office  of  the  State  live-stock  sanitary 
officials  of  the  State  in  which  the  herd  is  located,  or  from  the  office 
of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  without  further  tuberculin  test, 
for  a  period  of  one  year,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
State  of  destination. 

10.  Strict  compliance  with  these  methods  and  rules  shall  entitle 
the  owners  of  tuberculosis-free  herds  to  a  certificate,  "TUBERCULO- 
SIS-FREE ACCREDITED  HERD/'  to  be  issued  by  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  and  the  State  live-stock  sanitary  authority,  said 
certificate  shall  be  good  for  one  year  from  date  of  test,  unless  revoked 
at  an  earlier  date. 

11.  Failure  on  the  part  of  owners  to  comply  with  the  letter  or  spirit 
of  these  methods  and  rules  shall  be  considered  sufficient  cause  for  im- 
mediate cancellation  of  co-operation  with  them  by  the  State  and  Fed- 
eral officials. 

12.  A  supplementary  list  to  the  Accredited  herd  list  will  be  main- 
tained. The  supplementary  list  will  embrace  the  herds  each  member 
of  which,  except  the  reacting  herd  bull,  has  been  found  free  from 
tuberculosis  on  two  annual  tuberculin  tests  conducted  under  the  ac- 
credited herd  plan.  The  reacting  herd  bull  may  be  used  for  service 
on  the  tuberculosis  free  members  of  the  herd  under  the  following  con- 
ditions : 

A.  He  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  physicial  exam- 

ination and  be  kept  in  isolation  and  quarantined 
under  state  supervision. 

B.  When  service  is  desired,  the  female  shall  be  taken 

to  the  bull  and  served  on  neutral  ground  while  the 
bull  is  controlled  on  a  staff  or  halter. 

13.  No  cattle,  other  than  those  from  an  accredited  herd,  shall  be 
added  to  an  accredited  herd  or  to  a  herd  that  is  in  process  of  accredi- 
tation until  after  the  newly  acquired  cattle  shall  have  passed  two 
tuberculin  tests  applied  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  sixty  nor  more 
than  ninety  days  by  a  veterinarian  regularly  employed  by  the  federal 
or  state  livestock  authorities,  or  by  a  veterinarian  specially  authorized 
by  said  authorities  to  conduct  tests  under  the  accredited  herd  plan. 
Newly  acquired  cattle,  after  passing  the  first  test,  may  be  placed  on 
the  farm  containing  an  accredited  herd  or  one  in  process  of  accredi- 
tation, but  must  not  be  allowed  to  associate  with  said  herd  until  after 
the  second  test  shall  have  been  passed. 

14.  Veterinarians,  other  than  those  regularly  employed  by  federal 
or  state  livestock  authorities,  may  be  employed  by  owners  of  accred- 
ited herds,  at  owner's  expense,  to  conduct  tests  under  the  accredited 
herd  plan,  according  "to  the  following  requirements : 

A.  The  veterinarian's  name  must  appear  on  the  accred- 
ited lis,t  of  veterinarians  who  are  approved  by  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  to 
conduct  tests  under  the  accredited  herd  plan. 
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B.  Before  a  veterinarian's  name  may  appear  on  the 

accredited  list,  he  shall  have  passed  an  examina- 
tion conducted  by  the  proper  livestock  officials  of 
the  state  in  which  he  resides  and  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

C.  Before  such  approved  veterinarian  may  conduct  a 

test  upon  an  accredited  herd,  the  herd  must  be 
officially  accredited  contiimously  during  a  period 
of  two  years ;  and  the  test  shall  be  made  only  at 
the  time  named  by  the  proper  state  livestock  offi- 
cial and  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry's  inspector  in  charge  of  accredited  herd 
work  for  the  state  in  which  the  accredited  herd 
is  located. 

D.  No  test  may  be  made  on  an  accredited  herd  by  an 

approved  veterinarian  until  he  shall  have  re- 
ceived written  instructions  to  that  effect  from  the 
proper  state  livestock  official.  The  federal  and 
state  livestock  authorities  reserve  the  right  to 
have  an  official  representative  present  to  super- 
vise the  testing  done  by  the  approved  veterinarian. 
A  record  of  proper  dates  for  the  testing  of  each 
herd  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  federal  and 
state  officials. 

E.  The  approved  veterinarian  shall  conduct  each  test 

strictly  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by 
the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  to 
employees  engaged  in  co-operative  tuberculosis 
eradication  work.  At  the  conclusion  of  each  test 
the  approved  veterinarian  shall  submit  to  the 
state  veterinarian  and  the  federal  inspector  in 
charge,  a  copy  of  the  record  of  the  test. 

F.  Any  animal  in  an  accredited  herd  which  reacts  to 

a  test  applied  by  an  approved  veterinarian,  shall 
be  marked  for  identification  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  of  the  state  in  which  the  reactor 
is  located. 

G.  Tuberculin  tests  applied  by  veterinarians  other  than 

regular  employees  of  the  state  or  federal  bureau 
shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  herd  owner. 

15.  Cattle  from  an  accredited  herd  or  from  a  herd  in  process  of 
accreditation,  when  exhibited  at  fairs  or  other  livestock  exhibitions, 
must  be  provided  with  separate  sections  and  in  such  manner  that 
they  will  not  be  exposed  to  other  cattle. 

16.  The  Federal  and  State  livestock  authorities  will,  as  far  as 
practicable,  supervise  the  cleaning  and  disinfecting  of  all  enclosures 
used  for  livestock  exhibitions. 
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
